Til I-: HODGSON* CASE. 

Self-preservation is proverbially the 
first law of naturo, and it was just as 
natural for the Dank of .Montreal to 
lid anxious to compromise the Hodg- 
son ease as for Mr. Hodgson to share 
tiioir anxielv. Nevertheless, 'the 
other creditors tin not seem particular- 
ly jubilant over the fact that Mr. Hodg- 
son is beyond their reach. The Bank 
of Montreal having taken civil and 
criminal proceedings against the debtor, 
and the enormous bail required not 
being forthcoming, the other creditors 
naturally felt justified in leaving tho 
Hank to avenge their wrongs with its 
own. Great was the astonishment of 
the creditors on Friday morning to 
learn that the claim of the Bank of 
Montreal had been compromised the 
day previous for $60,000 telegraphed 
from New- York, and that Mr. Hodg- 
son had been released from gaol. An- 
other capias was issued against him, 
hut the

was sonieting like Micawber's, "as de- 
fendant in civil process something con- 
siderable, " and he did not wait for 
any more 'legal courtesies. His bro- 
ther engaged a special train to House's 
Point, and shortly afterJMr. Hodgson's 
release the special train left Bonaven- 
ture depot, the brother being tho only 
passenger. It stopped, however, at 
the Point St. Charles crossing to pick 
up Mr. Hodgson himself who was ex- 
tremely nervous, and became more so 
when the train was delayed a short 
time at St. Lambeth's. Another de- 
lay occurring at St. Johns the brothers 
had the car doors locked to prevent in- 
trusion. They reached Rouse's Point 
at 9:30 p m., and registered at the 
Delaware Douse as J. H. ami B. 
Holmes, of Buffalo.. The accidental 
appearance of an acquaintainco with 
the House's Point chief of police gave 
the fugitive another scare, and he re- 
treated to his bedroom. They were 
unable to obtain a vehicle that night 
and at o'clock next morning walked 
along the railway towards C'hamplain, 
boarding the train which overtook 
them near there ami taking tickets for 
Ogdensburg. They got oil the train 
at Ottawa and took the return train to 
"Went Ghazy Junction, where they 
took they took the train from Mon- 
treal to Albany and thence to New- 
York. Mr. Hodgson's property here 
is mortgaged to his brothers, and the 
creditors are saved from any further 
disappointment, because they do not 
expect to get anything. 

MIND READING. 

Mr. Stuart Cumberland the "thought 
reader," is here and i;? astonishing the 
natives. 1 have not seen him yet and 
am not disposed to express any opinion 
on him until 1 have, but 1 must say 
that if he is only a conjurer he is a re- 
markably clever one. Certainly most 
of his feats. would be intelligible grant- 
ing the existence of collusion; but the 
very names of the Montreal gentlemen 
upon whom he exercised his art are 
sufficient guarantee that no such hy- 
pothesis is permissible, at any rate as 
far as they arc concerned. He held a 
private secmce at the Windsor on Sat- 
urday evening at which a number of 
prominent citizens were present. Dis 
iirst trick was to blindfold himself and 
taking Colonel Osborne Smith by the 
hand, he asked that gallant officer to 
think of some object in the room.

This, therefore, is ono of 
those cases where a habeas <-t>rpn* can 
do no good. 

SCANDAL. 

The Star publishes an expose of a 
scandal which has created a painful 
impression here, concerning the princi- 
pal of one of our most important edu- 
cational institutions, a semi-ecclesiastic, 
and a man who has hitherto enjoyed 
public esteem and confidence in a re- 
markable degree. The institution over 
which he presides has been of great 
value as a school of art ; its fees are 
moderate and pupils to whom even 
these are a consideration are taught 
gratuitously. The reverend principal 
was supposed to be engaged in a labor 
of love; he certainly is an enthusiast 
in his work, and as certainly his work 
has impoverished rather than enriched 
him. Recently, however, a number of 
young girls, pupils of the school in 
question, have complained to the police 
magistrates that their preceptor had 
made improper advances to them. 
The affair Ins been brought fo a head 
through the disappearance of a fifteen 
year old girl. • A fortnight after the 
child's disappearance the mother re- 
ceived a letter purporting to come from 
Michigan, in which the child stated 
that she had left home because she was 
ill-treated, and preferred to earn her 
own living. Detective Ilellert found 
the girl living in St. Joseph street, 
Montreal, where she had been placed 
by the clerical professor who visited 
her twice a week. She accuses him of 
having acted in a manner most incon- 
sistent with his profession and simply 
outrageous considering the youth of his 
intended Victim. The case is being 
investigated, and the whole matter 
will be laid before the government. 
The professor claims that he has acted 
purely out of humanity and that he 
only helped the girl to escape from a 
home where she was ill used. 

STRANG K CEREMONY. 

A remarkable ceremony took place 
on Sunday morning at St. John the 
Evangelist's Church, the most ritual- 
istic [of the Anglican churches here. 
Just before the celebration of Holy 
Communion, a member of the congre- 
gation who has recently scandalized 
the church and society at large, stood 
stood up in front of the altar rails and 
made a public profession of penitence 
for a grievous syi. The rector, the 
Rev. Edmund Wood, standing within 
the rails, questioned the penitent and 
subsequently admitted him to commu- 
nion. The innovation has astonished 
the evangelical churchmen, it being 
probably the first time such a thing 
has been done in Canada. A similar 
proceeding in England a few weeks 
ago caused a great amount of excite- 
menc. 

ITEMS. 

At the quarterly meeting of the St. 
George's Society Mr. Hodgson's resig- 
nation of the presidency was accepted. 

Montreal is threatened with another 
misfortune. The city council is con- 
sidering the advisability of having its 
eloquence reported rerTjatlm in a Han- 
sard of its own. 

The second ice -shove of this spring 
took place this morning. The river 
roads are still in use, but arc danger- 
ous. 

A meeting of the creditors of C. C. 
Snowdon & Co., hardware merchants, 
was held yesterday. Liabilities $217,- 
000: assets, §136,0.00. The meeting 
agreed to accept fifty cents on the dol- 
lar in four tri-monthly installments. 

Some Montreal gentlemen have 
started an important industry here, 
the manufacture of Canadian wine, 
which they say lie can made to great 
advantage.

HAWAIIAN EECIPE00ITY. 

A Strong Argumont in Favor of Its 
Abrogation- 

Chicago, April 2fi. — Tho Times, which 
has buen in favor of the Hawaii. m treaty, 
in discussing the recent influx of Chinese 
laborers from Hongkong into Hawaii, 
thinks this wholesale importation of slave 
labor is a strung argument in favor of the 
abrogation of the treaty. Tho article 
auys: "Beyond this there is no menace 
of more peril to the future welfare of the 
islands than the rapid influx of Asiatics. 
It is a peril which Americans will neither 
contemplate unconcernedly nor with 
any disposition to be even passive agents 
of its increase." The Times advocates 
the employment of negroos for work on 
the sugar plantations as follows. "It is 
hard to see any reason why tho American 
branch of that race whoso members make 
very bad Southern politicians, but would 
make very good Hawaiian sugar culti- 
vators, should not be invited to supply 
the uruent labor market in Hawaii, unless 
it, is that (Jhinese coolies are cheaper, and 
that is a reason of which they will not 
think in America."

THE BISHOP'S FENOE- 
ICAL FACTS.

" Now, wo most emphatically deny 
that the editor of this paper over had 
anything whatever to do with heading, 
inciting, or leading a mob to tear down 
the Bishop's fence, and we pronounce the 
whole statement an unmitigated he. 
Standard, yesterday . 

All old residents will "laugh consuin- 
edly"at the "emphatic denial" of a notor- 
ious fact. The editor of the opposition 
organ addressed a meeting in front of thu 
police barracks . one. evening, and in the 
course of his remarks doclared that if his 
rights were impinged by the bishop's 
fence ho would take an ax and cut it 
down. From that meeting a howling 
mob proceeded to Chinch Hill swearing 
veugeance. agaiilst the bishop, his fence 
and tho cathedral. The sight of two or 
three policemen patroling the hill cooled 
tho ardor of the mob, and they contented 
themselves, like the king of France, with 
marching up the hill and then marching 
down again. In the melee the bishop's 
house was stoned — an outrage which 
drew forth the hearty approval of the 
editor of the Standard, as he published 
an article endorsing the conduct of the 
mob and referring to the bishop in ruffian- 
ly terms. Afterwards in the dead of 
night, another mob proceeded to Church 
Hill, tore down all tho fences and broke 
several of the cathedral windows. These 
acts, also, were endorsed by the editor of 
the Standard in approving terms. I'ho 
editor may try to fool new comers by 
moat emphatically denying these accusa- 
tions; but we have before us his speech 
at the barracks and his numerous articles 
attacking the bishop, the Church of Eng- 
land, the Hudson Hay Co., and all ihu 
other "land-grabbers ." The bishop of 
Columbia knows well that these state- 
ments are true, and perhaps no one is 
more surprised than himself to find his 
assailant of fifteen or sixteen years ago 
his devoted champion now Had our 
contemporary confessed his fault ami 
ploadod that he incited tho mob te out 
rage and sacrilege before he got religion 
— before he had been converted— he 
might have escaped; but when he " must 
emphatically denies a patent fact, the 
public will Ut inclined to think that the 
religion thai ho has acquired is not of thu 
sort that will avail him much. In other 
words, its "saving power" is at least 
doubtful.

LITERARY 
TVTE. 
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Owing to want of space we were nimble 
in yesterday's issue to notice the annual 
meeting of the above institute held last ! 
Tuesday night at Philharmonic Hall. 
The treasurer's financial statement was 
extremely discouraging, tho books show 
ing a credit balance of only §100.4(5. A 
resolution, moved by Mr. W. Anderson, 
that. A meeting should be held shortly to 
discuss the advisability of carrying oil or 
winding up tho affairs of the institution, | 
was unanimously adopted. It seems such I 
a pity that there should be cause, which i 
thero undoubtedly is, to render this ac- ! 
tion necessary, as the institution is the 
only ono of its kind in the city, and had 
it received the support lo which an es- 
tablishment of this kind is justly en- 
titled it would not be in tho strait to which ' 
it is at present reduced to. By the exercise 
ofthostricte.it economy, only have the man- 
agement been ableto m.iko both ends meet; 
and though tho balance is on tho right 
side of the ledger, it is a very small one, 
and the fact must bo taken into consider- 
ation that it is derived as much from tho 
occasional renting of the hall as from its 
strictly legitimate means of support. It 
is, therefore, painfully evident that as a 
literary institution it has been a failuro. 
As a member remarked at tho late moot 
ing, "if the society dies a natural death it 
will be a standing disgrace to our citi- 
zens,'] Thoro is reason to believe tho in- 
stitute will shortly convene a mooting at 
the Philharmonic Hall, where tho above 
facts will be placod before tho public and 
their support aolici tod. 

IMMIGRATION. 

Tho policy of peace with which the new 
government wont into oftico is alroudy 
bearing fruit. Tho dispatch outlined 
elsewhere is evidence of a decided change 
of policy at Ottawa towards this province. 
The Dominion government will assist in 
peopling this important section by con- 
tributing towards the passage money of 
Kuropoan emigrants, establishing an im 
migration agency in this city and issuing 
a handbook, descriptive of the country in 
several European languages. This is 
good news indeed, and may be accepted as 
an augury of other equally advantageous 
concessions. The province needs an in- 
telligent whito population to take the 
plaoe of the moon-eyed laborers who are 
reaping the chief profit from railway con- 
struction within out borders. This want 
the Dominion government have under- 
taken to supply in the manner stated: 
and it is fair to presunle that thoir action 
will be supplemented by tho provincial 
government.

It is a lawyer's duty to do for his client 
all that his client might fairly do for him- 
self if he could, but I fail to see how the 
city barrister can do I hat for two clients 
whose interests are diametrically oppos- 
ite. However, all the opinions seem In 
agree that an uninterrupted use of the 
right of way over this pathway has existed 
not only for twenty years, which secures 
it to the people forever, but from time 
immemorial up to the tune that the bish- 
op fenced it in. Nothing can bo clearer 
than this, and the first city map establish- 
es this indisputable fact — even if Mr. Har- 
ris' map is not in conformity with thesur 
vey arid hold notes of Messrs. Mahood and 
Cridge. The bishop's claim to church 
hill is of subsequent date to the- people's 
right of way along Quadra street, and 
could not be legally conveyed to the trus- 
tees of Christ Church by the deed of 180-1 
-- which of itself is not good evidence m a 
court of law, and might be upset at an\ 
time, it being made void by the statutes 
of mortmain, as has recently been decid 
od in a similar case in U •«><tii Canada. 
Although the present corporation has de- 
clined to remove this fence, yet it doe* 
not follow that some future mayor and 
council will not do their duty lo the citi- 
zens and have it removed as a nuisance 
from the public street, even if Mr. Harris' 
map shou Id by that action be declared 
worthless.

cigar makers were seloctcd to draw up a

equality with each other did not take ono 
dollar out of the pockets of tho firm . This 
"price list" was presented to tho foreman, 
who we o*nsidorod would aid us in carry- 
ing this simple and just matter to a suc- 
cessful usuo.

A FAMILY DROWNED. 

Fathor. Mother and Daughter Ponsh 
in a Stream, 

Chicago, April 27. — A "Tribune" spe- 
cial from Dayton, Ohio, says: A distress- 
ing accident happe nod at Middletown at 
1 o'clock this afterno on, resulting in the 
death of an entire family — father, mother 
and child. At that hour the little daugh- 
ter of John O'Connell, living on the bank 
of the hydraulic a half mile above the 
city, wandered away from homo.

He struggled 
with all tho desperation of despair, but 
in vain. In two minutes after tho father 
went into tho water after tho little girl, 
tho father, mother and child sunk be 
neath tho water. The mother's cries 
were hoard by a numbor of men in the 
vicinity, none of whom arrived ill time to 
roscue the drowning family.

PROVINCIAL LEGISLATIVE 
ASSEMBLY. 

FOURTH PARLIAMENT. 

FIRST SESSION. 



Wednesday, Mav 2. 
Mr. Speaker took the chair at two 
o'clock . 

Prayers by the Right Rev. Bishop 
Cridge. 

Mr. Allen presented the report of the 
Royal Hospital committee which stated 
the committee had visited the Royal Hos- 
pital and found everything satisfactory 
and the patients satisfied. They had also 
visited the Convalescent Home with like 
results, and thought that these visits by 
numbers of the house should bo made 
yearly. 

The report was received and adopted 
and ordered to be printed. 

Mr. Orr asked the hon. chief commis 
sioner of lands and works the following 
question : 

Was there a reserve at any time placed 
on tho lands at Fort Simpson; and, if so, 
when was the reserve removed! 

The hon. gentleman replied that cer- 
tain lauds at Fort Simpson were reserved 
by order ill council 30th August, 1S79, 
which was rescinded by an order in coun- 
cil approved oOth March, 18SIS. 

Mr. John hoped in future these re- 
serves would be advertised m the ptoper 
manner. ,. 

Mr. Heaven asked the hon. chief com- 
missioner of lands and works the follow- 
ing question : 

Has Samuel Morrow been paid in full 
for the Gorge bridge approaches contract, 
awarded to him in 1882 ! 

Hon. Mr. Sinitho said after performing 
the extra work ordered to be done he was 
paid in full. 

Mr. Allen asked the hon. chief commis- 
sioner of lands and works tho following 
question : 

To what cost have the government been 
put in employing an assistant to the resi 
dent engineer to ascertain the difference 
between day work and contract prices ;and 
has such difference been ascertained; if 
not, what does tho government intend to 
do in tho matter! 

Hon. Mr. Smithe stated that an assis- 
tant was employed on the 14th of March 
at 8100 per month. Since the 17th April 
his services have not been exclusively de- 
voted to getting out the statement re- 
ferred to as Mr. Wilby resigned his posi- 
tion in the office and there was other 
office work to be done in addition to the 
special work for which he was engaged. 
The statement required had not been 
rendered; but Mr. Bennett had informed 
him that morning that it was nearly ready 
and that he hoped to have it done on Sat- 
•urday . 

K.AOl.r. PASS WAGON ROAD. 

Mr. Orr asked if the scrip on this road 
was to be issued as the work progressed 
or when it was complete. 

Hon. Mr. Smithe said the government 
would take ample security for the work. 

Tho report on the bill was adopted, and 
it was read a third time and passed. 
LAND AMENDMENT ACT. 

Hon. Mr. Smithe read a message from 
the liout. governor to amend the land am- 
endment act and moved that the bill bo 
recommitted. 

The speaker stated an objection to the 
message being immediately considered as 
not in accordance with procedure. 

Hon. Mr. Smithe contended that this 
course was borne out by precedent. 

Mr, Beaven agreed it had been the 
practice in tho house to consider such mes- 
sages immediately, but he had heard it 
read and did not make out what it con- 
tained exactly. 

The mosaago was received and the house 
wont into committee of the whole, Mr. 
Ponley in the chair. 

Hon. Mr. Smithe moved that the fol- 
lowing clause be added to the bill: It 
shall bo lawful for the chief commissioner 
of lands and works with tho approval of. 
the lieut. governor in council to lease to 
any person or corporation all or any of 
tho marsh and other lands situate within 
the district of Kootenay and lying on the 
bank of the Kootenay river, between the 
southern boundary line of B. C. and the 
Kootenay lake f"r such term of years and 
upon such condition as to reclamation 
colonization, purchase and otherwise as 
the said chief commissioner of lands and 
works may third; lit, 

Hon. Mr. Smithe said a proposition 
was made a short time ago by an Ameri- 
can Co. to reclaim this land on condition 
they should have a grant of it, and be al- 
lowed to charge §2.50 an acre. Tho gov- 
ernment however had an offer made by a 
company in England to lease the land, ro- 
claim it, and colonize it. Tho lotter had 
been answered and yesterday he got a 
telegram from Sir A. T. Gait, Esq., to tho 
effect that tho gentlemen representing 
the company would arrive here in Juno. 
It was found, however, the government 
had no power to lease land for such pur- 
poses. The company would require 100,- 
000 acres. They also wanted some of the 
foothills adjoining. The lain 1 was over- 
flowed every year, and it was in the in 
terest of the province it should bo re- 
claimed, and thu proposal was a very fav- 
orable one. Hence it was necessary to 
add the clause in question, and tho gov- 
ernment only asked leave in this particu- 
lar instance, though if tho house thought 
proper it could be made more general. 

Mr. Orr asked if there was any official 
in formation as to the extent of laud on 
the Kootenay river. 

Hon. Mr. Smithe said there was noth- 
ing official. The gentleman who wrote 
asks for 100,000 or 150,000 acres. 

Mr. Galbraith said the Indians in. the 
lower section of tho district wero tho 
worst of any there, 'and if some provision 
was not made for them there would be 
trouble. They could very easily cause 
the province considerable trouble. Ho 
hoped therefore something would be 
done. He was in favor of the scheme, 
and there wero. two ways of reclaiming 
the land; but both of them would bo ex- 
pensive, and some guarantee should be 
given by any company. Tho reason why 
there wore no estimate! of the quantity of 
land named was that it was- overflowed 
moro or leas at certain seasons. 

Mr. Allen said if this was the same 
tract that Mr. Blaiadell applied for the 
hon. gentleman was then on tho commit- 
tee, and never raised this objection. 

Mr. Galbraith said all he was anxious 
for was to have the land opened up and 
settled. Mr. McLaughlin, of Sandy Point, 
Idaho Territory, would give information 
regarding the Indians. 

Hon. Mr. Smithe thought tho govern- 
ment should have some official informa 
tion before any grant was made. 

Mr. Galbraith said tho Indians uaod 
the overllowed lamia for feeding horsos at 
certain times. 

Hon. Mr. Smithe then read the letter 
from tho English company. They hopod 
to lay this tract of 150,000 ocroa dry, and 
thoy wanted to know on what terms tho 



government would lease" tho land for 20 
years with the option of purchaae at tho 
end of tho term. An early reply was re- 
quested, as some of tho company were 
coming out to arrange matters. The 
letter was from W. 13. Growinan, Esq. 

Tho hon. gentleman Was surprised that 
tho question of Indian reserves had not 
been raised before, as he did not see how 
thoy could have any claim, if it was the 
waste described, though no doubt re- 
serves should lio providod in the Koot- 
enay- district. Ho thought, however, that 
somo one should be sent by the tjovern- 
ment to investigate this tract before a 
a grant was made. 

Mr. Galbraith said the Blasdell 
scheme included only the bottom lauds 
on which the Indians had no claim, while 
this company asked othor lauds. 

Mr. Orr was surprised that the hon. 
.gentleman had not raised this question 
during the passage of the Kootenay bill. 

Mr. Galbraith replied that there wero 
none of these waato hinds the Indians 
would take. 

Mr. Dingwall said that ono day Koot- 
enay was all rock and next day all fertil- 
ity and timber lands; he would like to 
know what it was. 

Mr. Robson thought thoro was no dan- 
ger on tho Indian question, an the gov- 
ernment would take proper precautions in 
this and other matters. 

The question that the clause bo added 
as section was then put. 

Mr. Heaven said the land act gave the 
government power to grant leases, though 
it hail in a great measure been a dead 
letter. He wished to point out that they 
were now giving to the government more 
power than had over been given before. 

Mr. Orr suggested the word "coloniza- 
tion" should be inserted in the clause. 

Hon. Mr. Smithe said he was willing. 

The committee then rose and reported 
the clause and the bill to the house. 

'fhe report was received and appointed 
to be considered to-morrow. 

MINERAL ACT 1K82 AMENDMENT BILL. 

'fhe adjourned committee on this bill 
resumed its sitting. 

Section 8 was then taken up. 

Hon. Mr. Davie moved that a new 
clause bo substituted for clause 8. 

It related to taxing mineral claims after 
crown grants wore issued, at tho rate of 81 
an acre, to prevent these lands from being 
locked up, and also gave power* of sale for 
taxes in default. 

The clauso was carried. 

Several other amendments were made, 
and the committee rose and reported the 
bill complete with amendments. 

1'RIVII.EUE. 

Hon. Mr. Smithe stated that his state- 
ments in tho house yesterday upon the 
subject of tho pending settlement of tho 
questions between the province and the 
Dominion concerning island railway, etc., 
had been misrepresented in tho Standard 
newspaper. He was afraid it was more 
than a miaroport. It appeared rather to 
be a misstatement of facts made to tit the 
hysterical articles which had boon pub 
lished in i hat paper during the past few 
days. 'Ilie report read that Sir John 
John Macdonald hud telegraphed that 
"Mr. Trutch was empowered tu make all 
arraiigenionts,but that tho provincial gov- 
ernment must first state what they wish- 
ed. " lie (Mr. Smithe; had read the tele- 
gram to the house, which began by stating 
that tho Dominion government was pre- 
pared to submit to parliament the propos- 
als for settlement made by tho provincial 
government, subject to ancli modifications 
as might be arranged with Mr. Trutch. 
The government had told the Dominion 
government what thoy wished nearly three 
months ago, and that fact was made 
abundantly clear yesterday. Ho was 
unite unable to understand how tho 
Stuiidard therefore should have so unfair- 
ly reported him. He hoped the amendt 
would lie made. (Hear, hear.) 

M I N Kit A I. PRIVILEGE. 

Tho adjourned committco resumed their 
sittings mi a private bill granting to J. J. 
May and C. W. 1). Clifford right to proa- 
pect on Vitalle creek, Onunecii. 

After the bill had been further consid- 
ered, the committe rose and reported tho 
bill complete with amendments. 

Tin- report was received, and the com- 
mittee to ait again to-morrow. 

The house then adjourned till 2 p. in. 
to-morrow,

Starting 1 of tao Vancouvor Ocal Co-'s I 
New Enffinos- 

On Tuesday afternoon the ceremony of j 
starting the magnificent hoisting machin- 
ery of tho Vancouver Coal Company; was 
performed by Mrs. Beaumont, wife of Mr. 
James Beaumont, manager of V. Co.'s 
collieries, at the new shaft on the Esplan- 
ade, NanailU". There was a large assem- 
blage of invited guests, and of others in- 
terested in the company's welfare. Tho 
engines are a monument of engineering 
skill and design, and are a credit to thoir 
.builders, Messrs. Oliver & Co. , Chester- 
Geld, England. They constat of a pair of 
direct acting engines, with 30-iuch cylin 
tiers and f> fool stroke. The winding 
drum is 11 feet in diameter, or to give a 
better idea of its capacity we may say 
that ono revolution will raise or lower a 
buckot or cage 50 feet in the shaft. Those 
engines are also arranged to drive a pair 
of pumps of 13-inch diameter and (i foet 
stroke, and have capacity to raise water 
in two lifts of 300 feet or 600 feet in all 
The engines are termed Cornish vahod, 
and are the unly ones on tho Pacific coast. 
A curious coincidence in the fact, that the 
uncle of the company 's^local engineer — 
Mr. J. W. Mackay -was tho first ongineor 
to adapt the Cornish valves to horizontal 
engines. These engines are erected on 
bed 12 foet from tho ground, on timbers 
18 inches square, and weigh in tho ag- 
gregate closo on 300 tons, 'fhe engines 
are also calculated, when tho shaft is com- 
pleted, to hoist 150tonsof coal an hour; 
and have therefore no rival on this coast. 
The shafts are two, circular in form, of 10 
atld 18 foot respectively in diameter, 'fhe 
larger one will be surmounted with a pit 
head frame, 71 feet in height, and each 
shaft will be provided with wire rope pul- 
leys, U feet in diameter, each of which is 
a masterpiece of modern foundry work. 
Steam is I'm lushed lioin 8 boilers, 111) foot 
long and 5 feet diameter, 'fhe shafts 
not yet completed— are to be sunk to the 
depth of 000 feet, and are lined all round 
with blocks of pine," littini* accurately into 
one another and calculated to last a great 
length of time. Thu whole machinery 
weighs in the neighborhood of 300 tons 
The first piece was laid on the 21st of 
March, and considering the number of 
fittings, and the very heavy work in con 
nection with the getting of each piece into 
position, progress has been very rapid, 
and reflects credit on .Mr. Beaumont, Mr 
J. \V. Mackay, Mr. II. Cooper and 
others. 

At preciaely twenty minutes' past three 
o'clock Mrs. Beaumont placed her hand 
upon the lover controlling the throttle 
valve, and pushing downwards, opened 
steam. Immediately, amid the enthusiastic 
cheers of the spectators, tho beautiful ou- 
gino set to work gliding with a silent easy 
motion which all admired, the wheels re- 
volved, a bottle of champagne was broken 
on the lover, and Mrs. Beaumont christen- 
ed tho now engine "Samuel M. Robins," 
after the efficient secretary of the com- 
pany in London. After a neat speech 
•from Mr. Beaumont, and after cheers 
were given for Mr. and Mrs. Beaumont, 
Mr. and Mrs. Hate, Mr. and Mrs. Mac- 
kay and Mr. and Mrs. Cooper, the assem- 
blage broke up; not before however, an 
| enthusiastic and delighted vocalist tuned 
I up to "Britannia Rules the Waves." It 
is expected that the South Field will be 
shortly oponod up in addition to these 
proscnt shafts, when the aggregate output 
of the company will foot up to 2000 tons 
per day.

There are a large number of young 
men in California who are truly un- 
fortunate. They were born to the 
the misfortune of having rich fathers. 
Very few have recovered from this un- 
toward event. One would think that 
then? must be certain great advantages 
in beginning the world without coining 
face to face with poverty. There is a 
great deal of leverage in money. Used 
just at the right time and way it is 
wonderfully helpful. But the mistake 
is that it is not used at the right time 
and way by Hie greater number of 
these young men. It comes in to cut 
oil' a career of work and discipline. 
The idle young man about town with 
plenty of money and nothing to do, is 
a sight to behold He is "going to 
the dogs," if one can judge by certain 
outward indications. 

Now, one would think that this mis 
fortune of beingjborn with a gold spoon 
in the mouth might be overcome. In 
very few cases it is by tin' rigid disci- 
pline of the parents, who smother at 
once all ideas of large expectations. 
The sous are heir to nothing except 
work, if they prove themselves worthy, 
they can have some assistance at a later 
day in what used to be railed a "set- 
ting out. 1 ' The children of nearly all 
German noblemen are taught trades, 
handicrafts or some industry by which 
they can get a living. They go into 
workshops with boys^of poorer purents. 
They take their chances with them. 
That is [iractical democracy. The 
children of Albert and Victoria all 
have trades, or were taught some do- 
mestic industry. The fatal influence 
in this country comes from the snob- 
bery of sudden wealth. It deadens 
all exertion. Voting men do not 
strike out for themselves as their fa- 
, thers did. The necessity which was 
laid upon the sire is not laid upon the 
1 son. 'The gilded youth is apt to be- 
1 come a "dude." He wears tight 
| clothes, so tight that he cannot stoop 
without danger. He sports the smallest 
kind of a cane, parts his hair in the 
! middle and would not be seen carrying 
I the smallest ■ package under any con- 
1 sideration. The only hope is that he 
| may outgrow this foolishness and show 
at fast that he is a "chip of the old 
I block." If he does not take to drink- 
i iug and become a sot in early life there 
is more hope of him. If he adds to 
other vices an overmastering love of 
strong drink, there is little ground of 
j hope that lie will ever come to any- 
thing. 

\ The number of instances coining un- 
der the notice of any close observer 
morn than justifies all the suggestions 
made here. Gilded youths are multi- 
plying in this State. There probably 
| never has been u greator surplus. 
They have had the disadvantage of 



educational, political and industrial in- 
stitutions. 

The question need, hardly be raised 
as to what is to become of the gilded 
youth of all large cities'! Tboy will 
in most instances disappear after a few 
years of gayety and dissipation. Their 
places will be filled with others of the 
same sort — but with a diminishing 
number, we hope. The fast young men 
never wholly disappear any more than 
the weak and foolish parents who 
bring them into the world. But there 
will be fewer of the utterly helpless 
kind when the custom here becomes as 
universal as in Germany, of putting 
every boy down to somo kind of work, 
and making the faithfulness and skill 
with which he does his work - a test 
of his fitness for the future duties of 
life.

It is a notable 
fact that the children of poor parents 
are getting along bettor in tho world — 
are making a better record than the 
children of the rich. Tho reasons for 
this difference lies so near the surface 
that they cannot escape observation. 
The real advantage' of being born an 
heir to wealth is turned to a great dis- 
advantage. The discipline of work is 
lost, and tho loss is so great that in a 
majority of instances there is no re- 
covery. 

There never was a time when a 
little money rightly used, would do 
more for young men than now. It will 
procure the best education of the 
times, an education which gives the 
young man a great deal of power, 
makes him master of his faculties. It 
is the transmutation of capital into 
something bettor oven than gold. A 
little money will buy land, which can 
be turned into beautiful homesteads, 
It will go far to erect a manufactory 
where some article can be manufactur- 
ed that the world wants. It will buy 
city lots in a growing city, which will 
increase in value from year to year. 
It will buy large tracts of unimproved 
land, which can be stocked with sheep 
or cattle, and become the basis of new 
fortunes.
